TOKYO UTR>—The captain of the 
second radioactive fishing vessel to 
reach port said today his ship was 
at least 800 miles away from Bikini 
when the Unfted States detonated 
a hydrogen device March I. 
Inspectors boarded the 300-ton 
tuna boat Shunjo Maru after it 
arrived 
at Tokyo 
Bay 
Tuesday. 
Their geiger counters clicked rap­ 
idly but they said radiation was not 
intense enough to be "dangerous.” 
The Sunyo Maru's captain said 
his ship’s nearest approach to the 
Bikini atoll testing ground was a 
point near the Solomon Islands, 
about 800 miles from “ground ze­ 
ro.” 
There was no immediate evi­ 
dence that the Shunyo Maru’s crew 
had been exposed to heavy radia­ 
tion as in the case of 23 men who 
were burned aboard the Fukuryu 
Maru, which reported it was SO 
miles from the testing grounds 
when atomic ashes fell on its deck. 
The Shunyo Maru's reported re­ 
moteness from the explosion site 
emphasized the power of the latest 
hydrogen device to be exploded. 
Japanese newspapers said editor­ 
ially that the unbelievable destruc­ 
tive power of the new device called 
for broadening of the danger zone 
around the testing ground. 
The Japanese government invit­ 
ed the United States to make a 
joint investigation of the atom dust­ 
ing of the Fukuryu Maru. 
Three 
American doctors arrived at noon 
Wednesday to examine the blast 
victims, 
Congressional sources in Wash­ 
ington said today the United States 
probably will enlarge the “hazard 
area” around the Pacific atomic 
proving grounds to guard against 
further mishaps. 
They said the present prohibited 
danger zone proved too small in the 
record breaking hydrogen blast at 
Bikini on March I, and that a tar 
more destructive explosion is sched­ 
uled for some time next month. 
These sources discounted sugges­ 
tions that the United States may 
be “running out of space" to test 
its 
hydrogen 
weapons 
although 
they are steadily growing in both 
destructive power and radiation ef­ 
fects, 
Two islands in the Pacific prov­ 
ing grounds have been pretty well 
blasted off the map by the two 
most recent experiments but plenty 
more are available in the area if 
needed, they said. 
The present danger zone sur­ 
rounding the test area runs 335 
miles east and west and 150 miles 
north and south. 
It embraces Eni- 
wetok on the west and Bikini on 
the east— 180 miles apart—leaving 
about 75 miles clearance on "ach 
side of the zone. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
presumably thought it had set aside 
an area with safety margins to 
spare.

Water from Blue 
Lake Starts 
Going Into Mains 


The city today voted on a new 
waler supply as the first water 
from the Blue Lake 
emergency 
supply poured 
through the city 
mains. 
The preposition up is to build 
a Lake Harrisburg between Gala 
tia and Raleigh 
with a $20(1,000 
bond issue to finance it and other 
needed improvements 
The water from Blue Lake, con 
siderably harder than the reservoir 
water the city 
has 
been using, 
started coing through the mains 
from 
Pankey 
Branch at Sloan 
street in Gaskins City. 
There a 
dam has been constructed and a 
huge pump is pushing the water 
into the emergency line. 


The water is pumped out of 
Blue Lake into pipes and run a 
considerable distance. 
Then the 
water polars into Pankey Branch 
and runs in 
this 
ditch to Sloan 
street, where it again is picked up 
by the pipeline and taken directly 
to the city's filtration plant. 
One of the water 
departm ent 
employes today said tests reveal 
the Blue Lake water is more than 
IOO points harder than the water 
in the reservoir 
Work to Put Over Program 
However, the reservoir water is 
just about gone and what is there 
will be kept for emergency, such 
as a breakdown 
in 
the present 
emergency system. 
A big effort was being made 
today to put over the water bond 
issue. 
The Jaycees were direct­ 
ing numerous cars from near Wes 
ley Center. 
Uptown stores, except 
groceries, were closed this morn 
ing.

Later, however, he said undo 
questioning by Sen. Harry F. Byrri 
( l> Va,), that “of the 51, 20 are 
considered serious risks, and the 
others have something about them 
that they are not qualified as of* 
fleers.” 
An aide said some of the 51 
just don’t want commissions. 
Wilson emphasized that all Si 
were drafted 
medical 
personnel. 
He also noted that the 20 securilv 
rusks were out of some 15,000 m ed­ 
ical personnel 
who 
have beet) 
dratted 
Refuses to Give Figure 
“ I hope the country does no 
think our armed services are fun 
of 
Communists,” 
Wilson 
said. 
“They are not." 
Byrd pressed 
Wilson

many officer*, other than medical

Wilson declined to

TAIPEI!, 
Formosa 
V — An Air 
Force officer drowned but six fel­ 
low officers were picked up from 
choppy seas today when they bail­ 
ed out of a crippled CHO Flying 
Boxcar over the Pacific 
The survivors had to battle rough 
seas in life rafts for four hours 
before the seaplane picked them 
up 117 miles east of Formosa and 
took them to the island. They were 
treated at a U. S. dispensary for 
shock.

The 
dividend relief plan is part of a 
broad tax reform bill which would 
save business and individual tax­ 
payers an estimated $1,397,000,000, 
The .administration has approved 
the reform bill but objects to the 
Democratic exemption proposal on 
grounds it would cut federal rev­ 
enue about 2 12 billion a year at a 
time when the budget is out of 
balance.

Must Accept Leadership 
In his last speech at Miami, Fin., 
March (I, Stevenson charged Cud 
Sen Joseph R. McCarthy made a 
national policy for the Republican 
Party based on deceit and dema­ 
goguery. 
He referred only indirectly to 
McCarthy 
Wednesday 
night and 
confined most of his address to 
foreign trends and developments 
He said the United States some­ 
times is caught between criticism 
if it intervenes abroad with eco­ 
nomic aid or political support and 
equally violent criticism if it does­ 
n’t. 
There is little understanding in 
some areas of the burden and suf­ 
fering and expense Americans have 
borne in recent years in the com 
mon cause, he said. 
But he said the United States
